The  disoaso  Is  most  common" at 'ages  from  four  to  six 
yoars  and  at  this  age:*  who n  the  child  is  starting  school,  maximum 
protection  should  be  given.  It" is,  theroforo,  necessary  to  give  a 
single  reinforcing  injection  at  the  outset  of  school  life.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

It  has  boon' the  policy  "  of  the  Council  s inco  'February  1944  to 
bring  a'pipod  water'supply  to'oach  centre  of  population  in  the 
District]  their  attitude  in  this 'matter  has  been  confirmed  by  the 
Watoa?  Act  of  1945  which  requires  them  to  provide  na  tap  in  every 
home . 

Thus,  although  the  area  water  scheme  undertaken  by' the  Council 
in  virtue  of  tho  North  Cotswold  Water  Act  of  1937  resulted  in  many 
parishes  having  a  satisfactory  water  supply  and  the  position  further 
improved  by  taking  over  mains  and  works  which  wore  put  down  for 
wartime  sorvice  needs,  it  became  necessary  for  the  Council  to  consider 


tho  extension  of  their  Water  Scheme  throughout  ..the  District. 

'A  survey  shows  that  half  the  population'and  twontyfive  of  tho 
thirty  sovon  parishes  qrc  vJithout  "a  satisfactory  public  piped  supply. 

Tho  private  supplies  are  mostly  laid  on  to  standpipes  or  taps 
Which  servo  several  houses.  These  supplies  are  barely  sufficient 
to  moot  this  restricted  use  of  water'  and  are  totally  inadequate  for" 
an  internal  piped  supply  to  each  house  with  sanitary  fittings,  apart 
from  mboting'the  increased  demands  of  agricultural  users. 

"At  Saintbury  and  Batsford  bulk'supplies  from  the  public  main 
are  turned  into  tho  private ' supply  to"mobt  tho  consumer  demhnd.  Tho 
private  supplies  are  inadequately  protected  against  pollution  and 
analyst’s  reports  on  tho  wator  aro  almost  invariably  Unfavourable  . 

The "multiplicity  of  those  small  supplies  is  most  undosirablo 
making  supervision  and  protection  impossible.  . 

In  two  parishes,  Todenham  and" Paxf ord,  water  is  carted  to  moot 
seasonal  shortage  and  at  Todenham  the  practice  was  continued  owing 
to  tho  polluted  Wells . 

In  tho  light  of  those  facts  and  to  fulfil  their  statutory  duty, 
it  became  imperative  for  the  Council  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  the 
extension  of  water  mains  throughout  tho  District.  Those" proposals 
aro  now  before  the  Minister  of  Health,  it  is  anticipated' that  they 
will  bo  approved  and  the  need  to  implement  them  is  urgent. 

"Tho'Couhci 1’ s  supplies  aro  safeguarded  by  systematic  sampling 
and  treatment  by  chlorination. 

Samples  of  raw  and  treated  water  of  the  area  schome  wore 
submitted  for  analyses  and  found  to  be  satisfactory .  In  all  ninety 
two  water  samples  of  public  and  private  supplies  wore  reported  upon.

In  these  villages  culverts  take  frho  ‘  overf low  from  septic  tanks 
and  other  sewage  and  deliver  it  into  rivers,  ditches  and  streams. 
This,  method  of  sewage  disposal', is  illegal,  unhealthy  and  the 
nuisance  .it  creates  will  become  worse  with  improvement  in  water 
r'supplios  .

When  the  war  came  the  Council  were  approaching  completion  of  the 
second  slum  clearance'" programme  of  160  houses.  Some  of  those  houses, 
owing  to  the  interruption  of  the  work,  still  remain  togethor  with  many 
others  which  during  the  war  years  have  become  unfit  to  live  in. 

The  deterioration  of "these  houses 'has  boon  aggravated  by  the 
difficulty  in  carrying  out  repairs  at  the  time  thoy  were  needed  to 
prevent  serious  dilapidation. 

The  first  phase  in  meeting  the  housing  nceds'of  the  District  must 
bo  the  provision  of  houses  “to  meet  an  acute  shortage."  The  provision 
of  300  houses  in  the  first  two  post-war  years  to  meet  this  need  is  well 
advanced  considering  prevailing  conditions. 


Tho  second  phase  to  follow  quickly  on  ,the  first  must  bo  a  general 
improvement  in  housing- conditions  by  removal  of  unfit ' houses .  Public 
concern  over  rural  housing  conditions  led  to'  the  formation  of  tho 
Hobhousc  Gommittce  and  publication  of  its  report  In  1944,  togother  with 
the  issue  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  64  on  Rural  Housing* 

The  Ministry  required  a  survey  of  fitncss'of  houses  to  be  under-, 
taken  and  tho  sotting  up  of  County  Joint  Committees  for  rural  housing 
to  bring  about  some  measure  of  uniformity-., of  standards "add  progress.0 

Although  tho  County  Joint  Commit  too "requested  that  tho  survoy  be 
completed  by  April  1947  a  start  could  not  be  made-  in  1945  owing" to  the 
absoheo  of  a  qualified  staff.  At  the  time  of  writ.;. ng  two  additional 
Sanitary  Inspectors  have  boon  appointed  to  make  this  survey^. 

The _ survey  will  include  all  houses  below  a  rateable  value  of  £16 
per  annum  and  there  are  approximate  ly '  4,  .000  houses  to  be  inspected. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  45$~o'f  those  houses,  will  bo  fit  in  all 
respects,  15 %  have  minor  defects,  2Q%  require  repair  and  some  bo 
unfit  for  habitation  and  not  repairable  at  reasonable  cost. 

The  houses  which  fall  into  the  unfit  catogory  are  in  a  vory  bad 
state  of  repair  due  in-  part  to  wartime  neglect.  Tho  floors  are 
broken  and  dangerous;  plastcrwork  perished  and  breaking  away;  woodwork 
rotten  with  ill  fitting  doors  and  windows. 

The  internal  arrangement  of  tho  houses  is  bad,  giving  rise  to  lack 
of  privacy;  staircases  arc  stoop,  winding  and  opening  to  landing 
bodrooms ;  one  bedroom  opens  out  of  another. 

Tho  houses  lack  foods  tores,  sinks,  washing  accommodation  andj  often 
the  Only  water  supply  is  ,a  standpipe  serving  several  houses. 

\  ‘••Severe  dampness  is  common,  accentuated  by.  dilapidated  roofs  .  In 

the'  past  a  too  complacent  attitude  has  been  adopted  towards  this  feature 
in  old  houses  .  ; 

They  are  badly  arranged  on  the  site,  somo  have  ho  through  • 
ventilation;  the  windows  are  small  giving  poor  light  and  bad 
ventilation  to  the.  rooms.
